These resolutions were drawn up by | 
Major-General Henry Lee, and intro- | 


duced by Jolin Marshall, a representa- 
tive from Virginia. Their closing phrase, | 
since become famous, was repeated the 
same day in a resolution of the Senate, 
passed when that body had been in- 
formed of the action of the House. 
General Lee reiterated it one week later, 
in his funeral oration betore Congress, to 
which production its origin is usually, 
but erroneously, traced. 

The speaker, Mr, Theodore Sedgwick, 
attended by the House, then proceeded 
to the residence of the President of the 
United States, whom the speaker ad-’ 
dressed as follows: 


Sin: The House of Representatives, pene- 
trated with a sense of the irreparable loss sus- 
tained by the nation in the death of that 
great and good man, the illustrious and be- 
ovel Washington, wait on you, sir, to ex- 
press their condolence on this melancholy | 
and distressing event. 

The reply of Mr. Adams was equally 
terse and direct: 

GENTLEMEN oF THE House oFr REPRE- 
SENTATIVES:—I receive with great respect 
and affection the condolence of the Housa of 
Representatives on the inelancholy event in the 
death of the most illustrious and belovet per- 
sonaze which this country ever produced, I 
sympathize with you, with the nation, and 
with good men through the worl, in this ir- 
reparabie loss sustained by us all. 


The Senate had on the same day 
(Dec. 19) passed resolutions of condo 
lence and of going into mourning. Its 
address to the President, however, 
was more claborate than that of the 
House, and, having been prepared bv a 
committee of which Mr. Samuel Dexter | 
was chairman, was presented four days | 
later (Dec. 23) by the president of the 
Senate progtempore, Mr. Samuel Liver- 
more, whom the Senate accompanied for 
that purpose to the house of Mr. Adams. 
The address declared that ‘‘our country 
mourns her father,” and her greatest 
benefactor and ornament. 


His fame is whiter than it i; brilliant. The 
destroyers of nations stood abashed at the 
majesty of his virtue. It reproved the in- 
temperance of their ambition and darkened 
the splendor of victory. The scene is closed, 
and we are no longer anxious lest misfortune 
should sully his glory. He has traveled to 
the end of his journey, and carried with bim 
an increasing weight of honor. He ha; de- 
posi.ed it safely where misfertune cannot 
tarnish it, where malice cannot blast it. 


President Adams, on his part, made 
an elaborate response: 


The attributes and decorations of royalty | 
could have only served to eclipss the majesty | 
gf those virtues which made him, from being 
a modest citizen, a more replendent luminary. 
For timself, he had lived enough to life and 
to glory. For his fellow citizens, if their 

rayers vould have been answered, he would 

ave been immortal, * * His example 
i; now complete, and it will teach wisdom 
and virtue to magistrates, citizens and men, 
not only in the present age, but in future gen- 
erations, as long as our history shall be read. 

While these addresses were exchanged 
the House had agreed to a series of five 
resolutions, in which the Senate, on re- 
turning to its chamber, concurred.

Chinese Filial Life. 


One of the most excellent features of 
Chinese life is seen in its reverence for 
the home. Parental care of the children 
and child-reverence for age are among 
the most prominent virtues. The home 
is the central idea of the empire. The 
emperor is the father of the people. It 
is a common impression that woman has 
no honored place in China, but instead 
of this being true there is no place in 
the world where the mother is more hon- 
ored than in China. She is virtually |, 
supreme, and that quality in men which 
betrays the spirit of childhood devotion 
is regarded as among the best. Mencius 
said : 

‘The great man is he who does not 
lose his child heart. He does not think 
beforehand that his words shall be sin- 
cere, nor that his acts shall be resolute. 
He simply abides in the right.” 

Whatever reverence for age you may 
find commended in the Hebrew gcrip- 
tures, in Plato, in the Egyptian ethics or 
in Christianit y—and in all these you may 
find a constant exhortation to reverence 

--you will find the same sentiment in 
China woven into the network of law 
and the whole civil economy. The Chi- 
nese Repository for September, 1840, re- 
lates that festive honors to the aged be- 
came an occasion of national recognition, 
the ceremonies being performed by the 
emperor in recognition of the guardian- 
ship of the nation exercised by the old. 

So deeply has the sense of domestic 
relationship pervaded the Chinese life 
that it is not destroyed, but rather 
strengthened, by the fact of death. The 
honors paid to the living are continued 
at the grave, and it would seem that 
these devotions to the departed approach 
as near to the idea of worship asa sepa- 
rate feature, as any phase of Chinese life 
we can recall. The home associations 
are extended beyond the limits of this 
world, and hence the grave loses much 
of its ‘dread, while the great fear of the 
average Chinaman is that there may be 
some failure to perform the customary 
rites in honor of the dead. I recall an 
instance of a Chinese residing in Cali- 
fornia whose father had died in China, 
and great was his fear lest the proper 
gifts might not be made that a serious 
illness was the result. 

It is a conviction shared by all China. 
men that their bodies, when dead, must 
find their final rest in the ‘‘llowery 
Kingdom” on account of the disturbed 
fortunes of the spirit that would attend 
on any other resting place. The Chinese 
in this country do not expect to dic in 
this country. It is the last dream of 
these children of Cathay that they shall 
die at home, and every one who comes 
here makes provision for the return of 
his body to his native land should deatb 
befall. 

The Chinese burial ground at San 
Francisco is not left undisturbed for 
scarce amonth at a time. The bodies 
are taken up after about two years’ in- 
terment, and the bones are shipyed te 
China, in order that the ancient customs 

and convictions may be complied with. 

In San Francisco the annual festival 
of the dead is conscientiously observed 
by the Chinese, when every kind of food 
known to their culinary art is bountiful. 
ly prepared and taken to the cemetery of 
the faithful by the faithful.— Zev. ‘Dr, 
Rexford. 


Remarkable School Discipline.

There a couple of lads were 
locked in a seeming death.- ‘grip, having 
been caught by the signal in the act of 
wrestling. In one place an automatic 
game of ‘tag was illustrated. In another 
a girl had her arms extended in the pro. 
cess of rope-skipping.

A Woman With Brittle Bones. 


A curious case which is now puzzling 
Chicago physicians has been reported to 
the medical society of that city. The 
patient isa young woman whose bones 
are so brittle that they break at the 
slightest jar. She has veen under treat- 
ment for sixteen years, having been af- 
flicted ever since her birth. Over 170 
fractures have occurred in her life, and 
her ribs, legs and arms have been af- 
fected. She weighs about forty five 
pounds. Merely stepping from the sofa 
to the floor or stumbling on the carpet is 
sufficient to cause the breaking of a 
bone. 

These fractures healslowly. Her doe- 
tor has had splints bound about her leg 
for two years at a time. The doctors 
think that her bones consist principally 
of hollow shells. The broken bones have 
knit together in uncouth shapes, and she 
is badly deformed. Her muscles are well 
developed, with the exception of those 
which have been atrophied through dis- 
use. Dr. Blanchard has made casts of 


. her limbs, and intends to preserve them 
| in some medical institution.
